drug abuse

SAN DIEGO — The St. Vincent de 
Paul/Joan Kroc Center on behalf of the 
San Diego diocese has formed a 
partnership with an _ international 
outreach program for drug abusers, 
including those with AIDS, to get them 
off the streets and into treatment centers 
worldwide. 

On Friday, April 28, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher will bless a new referral facility for 
drug and alcohol abusers at 634 16th St. 
at the facility’s grand opening. 

The facility, operated by Le Patriarche 
(The Patriarch), a program started in 
France, serves as a referral service for the 
200 Patriarch treatment centers located in 
15 countries, including Mexico. = 

One San Diegan has already been 
referred by the local facility, which began 
its services on April 20, to a treatment 
center in Spain. 

Msgr. Joe Carroll, president of the 
SVDP center, said the homeless shelter 
has needed such a facility to refer some of 
its residents to.

SAN DIEGO — In response to a 
proposal for a health clinic at Hoover 
High School that would offer 
contraceptive services to students, leaders 
of the Catholic community are again 
calling on concerned citizens to make 
their voices known to the city schools 
Board of Education members and the 
community at large. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who actively led 
a successful effort in 1986 in getting the 


Board of Education to defeat the school- 
based clinic proposal, urged that at least 
5,000 letters be written to school board 
members, to Superintendent Tom 
Payzant and to local newspapers, voicing 
opposition to such clinics. 

A clinic at Hoover High would make it 
easier to establish clinics at other schools 
throughout San Diego, he said. 

Bishop Maher called the survey a 
gimmick, a subterfuge to spread among 
young people Planned Parenthood’s 
contraceptive and abortion mentality that 
fosters sexual promiscuity. 


These clinics ‘‘usurp parents’ responsi- 
bilities, jeopardize teen-agers’ wholistic 
well-being and erode two basic elements 
of the human family — trust and love.’’ 

Though Hoover High officials say 
parents must approve what services the 
students receive at the proposed clinic, 
California law permits minors access to 
reproductive services without parental 
permission, he said. 

The proposal to the school board for the 
Hoover High clinic, which would serve 
several other area _ schools, was

College heads object to proposed Vatican norms

VATICAN CITY — Educators representing Catholic 
universities and colleges worldwide have raised significant 
objections to 72 norms proposed by the Vatican to govern 
Catholic higher education, according to several U.S. 
participants. 

Brother Raymond L. Fitz of the University of Dayton 
said all six of the congress’s working groups asked for 
substantial changes in the norms during a general 
assembly held April 20, midway through the April 18-25 
congress. 

Participants praised the diversity of viewpoints present 
at the meeting and said there had not been any Vatican 
pressure to steer the discussion in a particular direction. 


Sister Sally Furay, RSCJ, University of San Diego vice 
president and provost, was among the 18 U.S. delegates 
in attendance at the congress. 

It was convened by the Vatican Congregation for 
Catholic Education to discuss and revise a Vatican- 
sponsored draft statement of mission and norms for the 
world’s Catholic institutions of higher education. The 
draft eventually will be forwarded to Pope John Paul II, 
who will publish an apostolic constitution on the subject. 

After the congress’s opening April 18, its 175 delegates 
divided themselves into six multilingual working groups 
to discuss themes selected by the education congregation: 
the nature and purpose of Catholic higher education, 
various types of higher education institutions, Catholic 
higher education in church and society, the community in 
an institution of higher education, participation of higher 


education in the church’s mission, and pastoral activities. 

Brother Fitz, one of the U.S. delegates, said objections 
to the second part of the draft containing the norms were 
made by all the working groups at the April 20 general 
meeting. 

The sentiment among many of the delegates, he said, 
was that ‘‘if needed at all, the norms should be much 
smaller, much more tightly written and in the form of 
general principles.’’ 

He said U.S. delegates had made‘it ‘‘pretty clear’? why 
proposed norms granting bishops a juridical role in the 
university ‘‘would make it difficult for us in the United 
States.”’ 

U.S. critics say the bishops’ relationship to the 
university should be indirect, while the proposed norms

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‘Too many like 
me who sat on 
pro-life fence’ 


Claire Mulligan’s excellent letter (Southern Cross, April 
13) needs much response. Mine is basically a “‘mea 
culpa,’’ and there are many, many Catholics out there just 
like me! 

For years we have sat on the fence on the abortion 
issue — of course we opposed it, but it was law and what 
could we. do? Over the years, some signed petitions 
when asked, gave a little money, prayed when 


requested, perhaps even worked with an unwed mother 
project. 

In many parishes, those active pro-lifers would often 
annoy us with their one-issue stand which unfortunately 
came across to many of us as rigid or reactionary. 

Over the years, I have resented the literature I 
considered politically biased, telling us how to vote. For 


many excellent reasons then and even now, I would vote 
on or support a broad number of social justice issues, 
and I remain a moderate to liberal voter today. I don’t 
see pro-life as a political issue or a conservative one; it is 
a moral issue. 

It was Father Bud Kaicher’s act in “‘solitary witness’’ 
last fall in blocking the entrance to the nearby clinic 
which spoke to me, and I began to get off the fence. 
While I wouldn’t join in the monthly Saturday rosary 
procession in front of this very same abortion clinic, I did 
begin to stay in church after Mass to pray for them and be 
with them in spirit. 

It took a few more months to get me off my knees and 
on my feet to go join them in their walk and prayers. It 
was a consciousness-raising experience, and I 
recommend it to others still fence-sitting or wondering 
what to do. 

If you do not have one in your area, come join us when 
next we walk and pray the rosary, May 6 and 
May 12 at 9 a.m. at 8881 Fletcher Parkway, La Mesa. 
We simply walk and pray; we do not approach the clinic 
nor do we harrass anyone. 

But perhaps the time is coming when more of us will 
have to join in efforts like Project Rescue.

Fire bomb attacks our rights 


“The bars on the windows won’t stop the bullets,”’ 
one caller said, while another proclaimed, ‘‘You don’t 
belong in El Cajon.’”’ Those threatening phone calls to 
The San Diego Jewish Times, a semi-monthly paper 
serving the area Jewish community, and previous 
incidents of anti-Semitic graffiti painted on its building, 
were serious, intolerable acts of hatred and bigotry. 

But even more serious was the news I received 
Saturday morning in a phone call from Garry 
Rosenberg, publisher of The Jewish Times — the paper’s 
building had been firebombed early that morning. 

The Molotov cocktail broke a window and scorched a 
section of the outside walls (photo on page 7), but the 
metal bars on the windows kept the bomb from going 
through the window and destroying the building, in 
which no one happened to be working at the time. 

Garry asked me if I would attend a press conference 
that afternoon. Amidst a sickening feeling upon hearing 
the news, I was honored to be asked so that I could stand 
in solidarity with him and his staff, my fellow religious 
journalists, friends and fellow believers in the same God. 

This first violent attack on the Jewish newspaper, its 
staff and the community they serve should be an affront 
to people of all faiths and to every person of good will. 
An attack on such basic constitutionally guaranteed 
rights as freedom of the press, of speech and of 
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expression and freedom to worship in the religion of our 
choice is an attack on all of us law-abiding Americans who 
enjoy and espouse those freedoms. 


This attack occurred during Passover, which 
celebrates the Jewish people’s freedom from bondage 
and slavery. This kind of action seeks to enslave all of us 
by seeking to cause fear and spread a message of hate, 
biogtry and violence. 

‘The day the Jews don’t have a place in El Cajon, 
and the Catholics don’t have a place in Alcala Park will 
be a sad day in America,’’ Garry told me. It would be a 
tragic day because our Constitution would no longer be 
valid and our nation’s moral fiber, weak as it is, would 
be extinct. 

We in the Catholic community and other religious 
communities in the area should stand united with our 
Jewish brothers and sisters of the same God in the San 
Diego area and proclaim that we will not tolerate anti- 
Semitism or other forms of bigotry and persecution and 
violent attacks to our human dignity and to our 
constitutional freedoms. 


Stop school-based clinic effort 


Much very misleading information has been 
published or distributed concerning the establishment of 
a school-based clinic at Hoover High School in San 
Diego. 

A questionnaire was recently sent to 5,000 parents in 
the Hoover High area. Since several statements in the 
questionnaire’s opening remarks are completely 
misleading, the survey results must be discounted. (A 
report on the’results and Catholic response begins on 
page 1.) 

First, parents are told, ‘‘Services would be paid for by 
a private funding foundation.’’ The private foundations 
funding these clinics across the country make it clear 
they provide start-up money only. This burden soon is 
borne by the taxpayers. It’s important also to 
understand that Hoover High is only the beginning. 
Once approved, the clinics will spread to other schools 
and the costs will increase. 

Secondly, the questionnaire states, ‘‘Students would 
need parent permission to use the center.’’ Doris 
Alvarez, Hoover High principal, has been quoted as 
saying there would be a file on each child saying which 
services the parents approved or disapproved. It might 
be on file, but it means nothing so far as the 
controversial services are concerned, and the school 
officials promoting these clinics know this. 

By law, in the State of California, no permission is 
required to distribute or prescribe birth control drugs or 
devices; to counsel, refer or perform abortions; to 
prescribe or treat for venereal diseases including AIDS; 
to counsel or treat drug and alcohol problems; and even 
to counsel for mental health. So much for parental 
permission! 

Every school clinic in the country either passes out 
contraceptives on site or writes prescriptions for them. 
The three school clinics established in the Los Angeles 
school district pass out the Ortho-Novum birth control pill 
on site. 

By some means, all these clinics accomplish their 
primary goal, which is to facilitate access to birth control 
drugs and devices and to the often necessary backup 
abortion. 

Molly Yard, president of NOV, stated recently that 
half the abortions done are for failed birth control. 

Alvarez has also said the center would ‘‘not even deal 
with abortion and they do not intend to do referrals.” 


This issue is easily skirted elsewhere and will be here 
also. The girl is not referred directly for an abortion, but 
is sent first to the neighborhood ‘‘family planning 
clinic’’ where so-called pregnancy counselors will refer 
them for their abortions. (Planned Parenthood has 
established 10 of these feeder clinics throughout San 
Diego and has recently opened an office to do its own 
abortions in Mission Valley.) 

By their own admission, most of the women who 
come to Planned Parenthood for pregnancy counseling 
have abortions. Sadly, the local school clinic promoters, 
many with Planned Parenthood connections, have used 
this questionnaire to tempt parents’ support with a list of 
fine-sounding services, but other than ‘‘providing 
contraceptives’ and ‘‘providing medication’’ (whatever 
that means), the services are already available in the 
‘schools. 

Many examples of broken promises and devious 
tactics used to push school-based clinics everywhere 
could be cited. Culver City is one. The school board 
there voted for the clinic called Youth Health Center, 
with the stipulation they not do abortion referrals or 
provide birth control. 

The results? The Youth Health Center writes 
prescriptions for birth control pills and refers the 
pregnant girls to the neighborhood family planning 
office run by UCLA. (The health center coordinator is 
from the UCLA family planning office, and one Center 
co-director, Dr. Andrea Rapkin, is a practicing 
abortionist and past president of Planned Parenthood 
Professionals!)

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Chavez calls for boycott of table grapes

United Farmworkers President Cesar 
Chavez, in a recent speech at San Diego 
State University, renewed his call for a 
boycott of California table grapes until 
five of the most dangerous agricultural 
pesticides are banned. 

Speaking to an estimated crowd of 500 
people, mostly students, Chavez declared 
that ‘‘the use of pesticides (in agriculture) 
poses a danger not only to farm workers 
but also to consumers.’’ The event was 
jointly sponsored by the SDSU 
Associated Students Cultural Arts Board 
and MECHA, a Chicano student 
movement. : 

Chavez, a lifelong Catholic, last year 
went on a 36-day water-only fast to draw 
public attention to what he called ‘‘the 
deadly effects of pesticides on workers, 
their children and the environment. As 
examples, he cited the cases of two 
California children whose mothers 
worked in the fields and were exposed to 


- pesticides during their pregnancy. One 


child, 7-year-old Felipe Franco, was born 
without arms or legs. Another, Johnny 
Rodriguez, died at the age of 5 after a 
two-year battle with cancer.

billion pounds of pesticides are used each 
year in the United States, with 79 percent 
of them being used in agriculture.

These 
same pesticides also pose a danger to 
consumers, according to Chavez.

The conference is sponsored by the 
Diocesan Charismatic Renewal Center.

The conference aims to deepen 
participants’ relationship with God and 
encourage them ‘‘to persevere in their 
faith,’’ Tatum said. 

General sessions will include talks by 
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pesticide Captan, ‘‘known to cause 
cancer and birth defects and it should be 
banned,’’ Chavez declared. 

The federal Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) is doing a poor job of 
protecting the public from dangerous 
pesticides, Chavez stated. ‘“‘EPA has 
never tested many pesticides for their long- 
term effects on humans,”’’ he said. 

The labor leader also charged that the 
legal tolerance levels for pesticide use set 
by the EPA are a hoax, designed to pacify 
the public. ““There’s no safe level of any 
kind of poison in any amount, no matter 
how small,’’ according to Chavez. He 
also said it is much safer to eat organically 
grown food without pesticides. 

Locally, the diocesan Peace and Justice 
Commission has endorsed the UFW 
grape boycott. According to its October 
1988, newsletter, ‘‘In their pastoral letter 


on the U.S. economy, the bishops 
emphasize that the Church supports the 
right of workers to form unions ... in 


order to secure fair wages and working 
conditions. Public support of the boycott 
will bring the growers to the negotiating 
table where farm workers can insist that 
contracts ban certain pesticides and 
require warning signs at recently sprayed 
fields.”’ 


Two previous farm worker 


grape 


boycotts in the 1960s and 70s were 
responsible for securing better wages, 
protection from pesticide poisoning and 
collective bargaining rights for California 
agricultural workers. The grape boycott 
was resumed in 1984, Chavez said, 
because all of these gains have been 
sharply eroded under the administration 
of California Gov. George Deukmejian. 

‘The boycott is working. The growers 
are feeling the effects of the boycott,’’ said 
Chavez. 

He also emphasized that ‘‘farmworkers 
and consumers are one family. We are the 
first to feel the deadly effects of pesticides. 
The farm workers die, their children are 
born with birth defects because they work 
to produce the food that the public eats 
three times a day. With their hands, their 
backs and their sweat, farm workers put 
food on our table. Please don’t take them 
for granted,’’ Chavez said in closing. 

The current UFW grape boycott has 
been endorsed by Auxiliary. Bishop 
Thomas Gumbleton of Detroit, the 
Sisters of St. Francis of Assisi 
(Milwaukee), the Leadership Conference 
of Women Religious, and the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis of New 
York.

searching for a program to support drug 
addicts, and it became aware of Le 
Patriarche.”’ 


He invited its leaders to meet with 
Msgr. Carroll to form ‘‘a partnership”’ to 
reach out ‘‘to those who are addicted to 
drugs but who want to break their 
dependency on drugs.’’ 

With the opening of this facility, ‘‘the 
Catholic Church has taken the lead in a 
new approach to reaching out to drug 
addicts and to alleviating the drug 
problem from family life,’’ Bishop Maher 
told Southern Cross. 

Msgr. Carroll noted an important 
aspect of the program — it rids the streets 
of drug users and helps in the prevention 
of AIDS. : 

Newcomers are tested for AIDS. 
Should they test positive, they will be sent 
to a Le Patriarche center which has a 
health facility within its structure. 

Msgr. Carroll also noted that once 
AIDS patients are off the drugs and have 
taken responsibility for their own lives, 
they can then be accepted into any shelter 
or housing facility, such as Josue House, 
the San Diego diocesan home-care facility 
for AIDS sufferers. 


Each Le Patriarche treatment center 
and referral agency is staffed by 


volunteers, all of whom are former drug 
abusers. The San Diego referral facility is 
operated by five volunteers, who will also 
conduct lectures on substance abuse. 

Dennis Defaix, one of the staff 
members, said that clients usually stay at 
one of the ‘‘life places,’’ as they prefer to 
call the treatment centers, for one year. 

The program uses a holistic approach, 
said Defaix. Natural therapy, such as 
herbal teas, baths, and long walks are 
used as opposed to weening the drug 
addict off one drug by using another 
drug. 

If someone does need medical 
attention, they are taken to a local 
hospital. All of the treatment centers are 
located near medical facilities should an 
emergency arise, noted Defaix. 

‘The first 10 days are painful but it’s 
the only way to realize what’s real,’’ said 
staff member Carlos Ferreira. 

During that initial time period, the 
newcomer is never left alone — each day 
is spent with two staff members. The 
purpose of this is twofold, to ensure the 
safety of the newcomer and to acquaint 
him or her with other residents, said 
Defaix. 

Defaix said clients are usually sent to a 
treatment facility outside their country 
because there is less temptation. 

Thus, the person from San Diego was

recommended at a meeting April 20 of a 
special Hoover High committee. 

Earlier that day the results of a survey 
of parents of students of Hoover High, 
Wilson Middle School and seven area 
elementary schools were announced. 

Of the 8,000 questionnaires sent out, 
1,323 were returned in time to tabulate 
results released April 20. Though more 
than 90 percent of the parents who 
responded supported the health clinic 
idea, some 67 percent of those responding 
from Hoover and Wilson indicated 
contraceptive services should be included 
in the clinics. 

Father Francis Penko, pastor of Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart parish, East 
San Diego, in the Hoover High area, said 
the survey could accurately reflect the 
views of many parents of the area. He 
said a survey by a local Protestant church 

’ about a year-and-a-half ago indicated that 
a large percentage of the Hoover area 
community is unchurched. 

Thus, Father Penko said, people who 
have not received any moral formation 
might well take a pragmatic view of birth 
control and abortion.

So, he said, ‘‘it is incumbent upon the 
active Christians in this community to 
offer the moral leadership that is needed 
on this issue.”’ 


Joan Patton, vice president and board 
member of the Right to Life Council of 
San Diego County, said those who oppose 
these clinics need to attend the meetings 
of the education board and sign up to 
speak at them. 


The Hoover High committee 
reportedly planned to present its proposal 
at the May 16 Board of Education 
meeting. However, the board’s 
scheduling office told Southern Cross April 
25 that as yet it was not aware that a 
specific meeting had been set for the 
proposal. 


Patton said concerned persons should 
keep calling the Board of Education at 
293-8338 for those dates.

Kane, RSCJ, diocesan vicar for

coordinator of the annual retirement

They live in retirement centers in 
Menlo Park, Calif., St. Charles, 
Mo., and Albany, N.Y., she added. 

Father Garrett said the health care 
of retired Augustinian priests and 
Brothers in the order’s western 
province is provided in their own 
communities. Arrangements for 
acute care are made through their 
provincial, he added. 

Sister Kane explained that since 
1972, most retired Religious in the 
United States receive social security 
and Medicare benefits. However, 
their annual social security payments 
average only $2,000, due to the low 
salaries they received, she said. 

Sister Kane said the annual cost of 
supporting a retired Religious over 


70 is about $10,000. 

Nationally, Religious communities 
face a $3 billion retirement funding 
deficit, which will increase with the 
growing number of retired Religious 
and declining number of those 
receiving salaries, Sister Kane said. 


Sister Murphy said that providing 
for the needs of retired Religious ‘‘is 
a matter of justice, not generosity.”’ 


In the past, Sisters practically 
contributed their services with love 
and joy, without adequate 
compensation for their retirement 
and health needs,’’ she explained. 


Sister Kane said the collection 
assists Religious congregations to 
support their members who volunteer 
services to the poor or receive low 
salaries for their work. Thus, she 
added, ‘‘older Religious can follow 
the charisms of their communities 
and go where they are most needed.”’ 
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Grant seeks funding 
for homeless families

OCEANSIDE — Fifteen portable 
housing units for homeless families will be 
located on property owned by the Sisters 
of the Precious Blood, east of Mission San 
Luis Rey, for three years if a $200,000 
federal grant submitted by the Oceanside 
Planning Commission is approved. 

Negotiations are underway to lease the 
land to the City of Oceanside for $1 a 
year, Sister Joyce Langhals, CPPS, vice 
president of the Precious Blood Sisters, 
told Southern Cross April 24. 

This is a ‘good opportunity to meet the 
tangible needs of needy people in this 
(North County) area,’’ Sister Langhals 
said. 

Catholic Community Services’ 
Ecumenical Services Center in Oceanside 
will screen families eligible for the 
housing, according to Mary Lou 
Sauerborn, ESC director. 

Families can live in the units for one or 


‘two months, said Mary Lou Sauerborn, 


ESC director. 

She said eligible families are those 
experiencing a temporary homeless 
problem due to situations such as illness 
or unemployment. 


The families cannot be substance 


abusers or exhibit ‘‘mental illness 
symptoms that would prevent their 
functioning normally in_ that 


environment,’’ Sauerborn said. Neither 
can they have a history of violent crime, 
to be determined by a police check, she 
added. 

ESC will work with the families on a 
regular bases, the director said, making 
referrals for job counseling and 
employment, housing, day care and 
schooling for the children. 

Richard Goodman, chief of housing for 


the City of Oceanside who submitted the 
grant proposal, said the grant calls for 
around-the-clock on-site project 
management. 


The proposed housing units are 34 by 
11 feet and can sleep eight people, he 
said. 

A number of agencies have made 
commitments to provide medical care, 
job training and placement, schooling 
and other support services for the families 
being sheltered, Goodman said. 


He said he is ‘“‘hopeful’’ the grant will 
win federal approval. Applications for 
federal funds are ‘‘extremely 
competitive.’? Only $1.3 million in 
federal funds are earmarked for such 
housing in all California cities with a 
population under 200,000, he said. 


If approved, the city must provide 
matching funds for the housing project, 
Goodman added. The City of Oceanside 
has committed $59,000 in matching 
funds, he said. The value of the leased 
property could be used as the remainder 
of the needed matching funds, he added.

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Pontiff 
meets with

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II praised the legalization of Solidarity, 
Poland’s independent labor union, and 
said political, economic and _ social 
changes in his native country are a ‘“‘new 
opportunity’’ to transform Polish society. 

The pope, called the legalization an 
‘fact to unite the life of the nation 
according to the laws of a sovereign 
society.”’ 

Pope John Paul II met with Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa at the Vatican April 
20 and said he hoped Poland had 
embarked on a new .course of social 
transformation. 

The 30-minute encounter was a richly 
symbolic one, crowning a series of Polish 
political changes that have made Walesa 
and his once-outlawed labor union key 
players again in the life of the country. 

Walesa said he had come to personally 
thank the Polish-born pope for his 
unwavering support of Solidarity and 
social reform in their common homeland. 


Catholic nuns urged to 
defend sacredness of life 


WASHINGTON — A top official of the 
Catholic League for Religious and Civil 
Rights has attacked the National Coalition 
of American Nuns for its support for 
abortion rights and has urged other 
Catholic nuns to ‘‘rally in defense of the 
sacredness of life.’’ 

The league’s national executive 
director, Sister of St. Joseph Patricia 
Cairns, said it was ironic that the coalition, 
an 1,800-member organization founded to 
promote social justice and human rights, 
seems ‘‘unmindful of the most 
fundamental right, the right tolife.”’ 


Cardinal appeals to 
world to save Lebanon 


NEW YORK — Cardinal John J. 
O’Connor of New York has appealed to 
the world for action to ‘‘save Lebanon 
from obliteration.”’ 

“Tt borders on the inconceivable that 
the world could stand by while a nation, a 
people, a land of faith is being destroyed 
before its very eyes,’ the cardinal said in 
a statement April 18. 

Speaking at a press conference at which 
he released the statement, Cardinal 
O’Connor said he has been planning to 
visit Lebanon whenever the- conflict 
lessened enough for him to get in and 
move around to talk with Moslem as well 
as Christian leaders. 

Although no opportunity has yet come, 

‘he said, he is hoping a visit may still be 
possible in May or June. 


NCCB-USCC appoints 
general secretaries 


WASHINGTON Two new 
associate general secretaries have been 
named for the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
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Conference, including the first woman to 
hold the position, Mercy Sister Sharon 
Euart. 


Sister Euart has been NCCB-USCC 
director of planning for the past 15 
months. The other new associate general 
secretary is Father Dennis M. Schnurr, a 
priest of the Diocese of Sioux City, Iowa, 
and a secretary at the apostolic nunciature 
in Washington since 1986. 


Underground bishop 
reportedly arrested 


HONG KONG — An underground 
Catholic bishop in north China’s Hebei 
province was arrested by police in Peking 
in early April, according to a Catholic 
source in Hong Kong. 


The arrested prelate was bishop Julius 
Jia Zhiguo of Chenting, said the source, 
who asked not to be named. 

Bishop Jia was ordained in February 
1981, the source said. 


Anthony Lui Bainian, a member of the 
government-approved Chinese Catholic 
Patriotic Association’s standing 
committee and vice president of the 
Chinese Catholic Church Administrative 
Commission, said April 19 that he had 
not heard of the arrest. 


The Hong Kong source said Bishop Jia 
has actively ministered in. underground 
Catholic communities in the northern 
province, which is considered a “‘hot 
spot’’ for activities of the underground 
church in China.-~ 


The term ‘‘underground church’’ 


refers to Catholics who refuse to join the 
patriotic association and who maintain 
loyalty to the Vatican.

Affordable housing 
out of reach for many 


WASHINGTON — New statistical data 
proves that ‘‘decent and affordable housing 
is beyond the reach of millions of American 
families’’ and constitutes a crisis that 
threatens the nation as well as its poor, a 


U.S. Catholic Conference official said - 


April 17. 

‘“‘The American dream of decent 
housing has become a nightmare for too 
many (who are) paying most of their 
meager incomes for inadequate housing, 
stretching their scarce resources until they 
break,’’ said John L. Carr, secretary of the 
USCC Department of Social Development 
and World Peace. 

Carr joined other housing advocates at a 
Washington news conference to announce 
the release of a new report chronicling 
America’s housing problems. 


Bush urged to respond 
to child care needs 


WASHINGTON — The U:S: Catholic 
Conference has urged the Bush 
administration and Congress to cooperate 
in developing a bipartisan, comprehensive 
federal response to child care needs. 

‘*American families do not need partisan 
or ideological conflict on child care,’’ said 
Father Robert N. Lynch, USCC general 
secretary. ‘“They need prompt, effective, 
bipartisan. action to help them find and 
afford quality care for their children. We 
pledge our best efforts in this cause.”’ 

He commented in a letter to Bush and 
leaders of Congress dated April 14. 


Experts deny ‘santeria’ 
led to recent slayings 


WASHINGTON — Experts say 
mainstream ‘‘santeria,’’ a religion that 
combines worship of ancient African gods 
and Catholic saints, does not involve 
human sacrifice or devil worship and was 
used only as a cover by the ringleader of a 
Matamoros, Mexico, murder plot. 


Human sacrifice is ‘‘absolutely not’’ a 
part of santeria, a religion practiced by 
some Cuban-Americans in Miami and 
other U.S. cities in which they have settled, 
said Joseph Murphy, assistant professor of 
theology at Jesuit-run Georgetown 
University. 

Santeria developed when Catholic 
priests in Cuba tried to convert African 
slaves who were brought to the island- 
nation in the late 18th and early 19th 
centuries. 


The murders in Mexico were a 


“‘sociopathic perversion”’ of santeria, said ~ 


Charles Wetli, deputy chief medical 
examiner in Dade County, Fla., who has 
studied santeria for more than a decade. He 
told National Catholic News Service April 
21 that the ringleader in the Matamoros 
killings apparently ‘‘used religion to 
further whatever he wanted to do, and then 
took it a step further and used it to control 
people.”’ 

Mexican police found 12 dismembered 
bodies April 11 ina mass grave on a remote 
ranch outside of Matamoros. 


Physician-assisted 
suicide battle continues 


WASHINGTON When Derek 
Humphry told how in 1975 he helped his 
dying, cancer-ridden wife end her life 
with a lethal dose of pills, Archbishop 
William J. Levada of Portland told of a 
priest who helped his dying, cancer- 
ridden mother live out her last months 
and prepare for a natural death. 


The two stories, which appeared a 
month apart this spring in The Oregonian, 
Portland’s daily newspaper, were early 
salvos in what could be a major battle 
over - physician-assisted suicide in the 
Pacific Northwest. 


A recent New England Journal of 
Medicine article that supports physician- 
assisted suicide for terminally ill patients 
shows ‘“‘we really are on a slippery slope”’ 
to social killing, said pro-life lawyer 
Victor Rosenblum. 


But California appeals court Justice 
Lynn D. Compton, who ruled in the 1986 
case of quadriplegic Elizabeth Bouvia, 
said there were ‘‘no legal requirements to 
impose criminal sanctions on a person 
who assists in a suicide’’ in the case of a 
dying patient who has requested it. 


The two spoke April 15 at a 
‘ Washington conference.

stress the bishop’s right to “‘intervene in 
order to protect the truth and integrity of 
the Christian message.’’ 

Brother Fitz said the international mix 
at the congress has shown that ‘‘we have 
very complex and very different -sets of 
geopolitical situations,’” which any such 
world document must take into account. 

While India has a high degree of state 
control over universities, he said, in 
Indonesia Catholic educators stress 
“institutional autonomy and academic 
freedom’’ along the lines of the U.S. 
educational system. 

Brother Fitz said criticism of the 
proposed norms was widespread and not 
just coming from Western educators. 

However, Auxiliary Bishop Paul E. 
Waldschmidt of Portland, Ore., said the 
delegates also ‘‘all recognize the need for 
having general principles’? or norms of 
some sort. 

There was a consensus for some sort of 
principles, but what remains for the 
congress is to ‘‘clarify what these 
principles are’’ that can be applied 
universally, he said. : 

Jesuit Father Avery Dulles, an adviser 
to the U.S. delegation, said the working 
groups also expressed concern about the 
“apparent confusion’’ in the draft 
between the task of the church to 
evangelize and the task of the university

to teach. Also criticized was the length 
and repetitiousness of the norms. 

““Most people said there ought to be a 
long first part’’ stating the mission of the 
university and a ‘‘short second part’’ 
containing ‘‘general principles,’ he said. 

Several U.S. delegates said the opening 
day’s speech by the congregation’s 
secretary, Archbishop Jose Saraiva 
Martins, made them think some move to 
make the norms more flexible was 
possible. The archbishop used the words 
“normative principles’ rather than the 
word ‘‘norms’’ and said these principles 
should be ‘‘of a general order applicable 
in different cultural contexts.”’ 

Jesuit Father J. Donald Monan, 
president of Boston College, praised the 
“extraordinary diversity’? among the 
delegates and the ‘‘wonderful wealth of 
different perspectives.’’ 

Father Monan was one of the six 
elected heads of the working groups, 
along with three other Americans: Sacred 
Heart Sister Brigid Driscoll, president of 
Marymount College, Tarrytown, N.Y.; 
St. Joseph Sister Magadalen Coughlin, 
president of Mount St. Mary’s College, 
Los Angeles; and Jesuit Father Joseph A. 
O’Hare of Fordham University, New 
York. 

Father Monan said the committee was 
discussing the format for the second half
